KATHLEEN PARLOW’S CAREER. 

Kathleen Parlow was born at the very foot of the Canadian Rockies, 
at Calgary, in 1890. She inherited her love for the violin from her mother,, 
a native of New Brunswick, who is also a talented violinist. Miss Parlow 
was only five years old when she began playing the violin, and at the age 
of seven began really serious study under her cousin, a Mr. Conrad, of San 
Francisco. When she became fifteen years of age she toured England and 
gave a large number of recitals. It was at this time that she met Miseha 
Elman, and was so charmed by his playing that she at once decided to 
study under his teacher and no other. This seemed an impossibility, for 
Professor Auer, the master of Elman, lived in St. Petersburg. Where was 
the money to come from ? Lord Strathcona had heard her play, however, 
and a few days after sent her a cheque which enabled her to spend three 
years in Russia with the famous Auer of the St. Petersburg Conservatory.

violins. The development is short, and the second theme is mainly used 
in association with a phrase at first employed as an accompaniment. 

The Andante movement is principally based upon a theme given out 
by the strings, which leads up to a second theme of more serious character. 
The second part begins with a passionate, almost impetuous, theme, at 
the close of which there is a genuine harmonic display, in which the 
bassoons play a very charaeteristic part. 

The Minuet is cheerful throughout, and the Trio sung by the first 
clarinet, the second playing an arpeggio accompaniment, is one of those 
lovely passages, lovely in its simplicity, which are so characteristic of 
Mozart.

Max Bruch occupies a special position among German composers, and 
shows little kinship with either of the two dominant schools of his period 
of activity, of Brahms and of Wagner. He stands an eminent type of the 
best German writers, but his true artistic success has been, above all, in 
his violin concertos. 

The first movement of this concerto is in a poetic mood, with a touch 
of austerity in the intervals, the 1 well marked rhythm presently merging 
into a delightful vein of melody, where the suggested tenderness is very 
moving and impressive. 

The Adagio is described as one of the great melodies of the nineteenth 
century; it has that rare virtue of poise that makes an immediate appeal 
and needs no interpretation. The essential role of the lovely strain pre¬ 
vails throughout the Adagio. It is the heart of the overpowering climax, 
beautifully relieved by the second melody, and gently ending with a final 
song of the first.

are nearly all taken from the drama of Siegfried, and are woven together 
by a purely musical thread, which brings an added significance from the 
words with which each is associated in the drama. Strains from the love 
scene in Siegfried mingle with heroic motives; in peaceful motion the 
strings begin a prelude on the melody, the theme in the drama being sung 
by Briinnhilde in the love scene. Presently the flute adds the familiar 
slumber motive from the last scene of the Walkure. The descending inter¬ 
val of the seventh in the bass followed’ by tripled chords of the winds, 
that often recurs, recalling phrases of Briinnhilde in the third act of 
Siegfried. The one melody that is independent of the Mbelungen music 
is the cradle song that is first sung by the oboe, accompanied by the 
strings. Trills of the violins lead to the motive, which, in the drama,' is 
immediately interwoveji with the melody from the love,scene. A climax 
follows, which leads to the joyous Siegfried motive of “the third act, where 
Siegfried breaks in on Briinnhilde’s foreboding with the cry, “ Laughing 
thou wakest, beloved, to me.” The closing theme is in the lower strings, 
with a surging figure of violins, in quickened pace.
